Tu E following Collection has been 
made out of many hundred draughtsof 
Interrogatories, ſfeitled by ſome of the 
moſt eminent counſel, many of which 
the compiler kept by him in the courſe 
of his practice in the courts of Chancery 
and Exchequer ; and the reſt were fur- 
niſhed by ſeveral attorneys and ſolicitors 
of his acquaintance. And although it 
may poſhbly be objected, that the 
proofs in every cauſe muſt he adapted 
to 1ts own particular circumſtances, and 
that therefore there is no occaſion for 
precedents ot interrogatories; yet I 
think there is no weight in that objec- 

tion; 
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tion; and make no doubt but that upon 
peruling the following, it will appear 
they take in many of the caſes which 
generally happen, and are moſt neceſ- 
ſary to be proved: ſo that they muſt needs 


be of great uſe not- only to ſolicitors, but 


alſo to many young barriſters, as it will 
ſave them a great deal of time and trou- 
ble in pointing out the proper queſtions, 
which often require great ſł ill and judg- 


ment. And as nothing of this kind has 


been ever yet publiſhed (except a very 
few interrogatories: in Harriſon's Accom- 
pliſhed Practiſer in Chancery) it is hoped 


this will. meet with due encouragement.
